Back volumes of many NURSING journals are available 
on microfilm. It is recommended that a five-year 
backlog (at least) be piirchased to serve the needs 
of student research. Back volumes of indexes should 
also be purchased. Sources of non-book materials 
relative to the field of NURSING are quite numerous. 
A selected listing of producers of such materials is 
given at the end of each bibliography. Major sources 
of nursing and medical books is given in the final 
section. 

The total cost estimate given for the resources 
listed is a conservative one. Prices for books and 
equipment are continually on the increase, which mesins 
the costs stated are not always accurate. 

No effort has been made to describe procedures for 
organizing and classifying resources. This is a 
matter left for the librarian to decide. A listing 
of library manuals available on the subject of 
processing non-book materials is given on the last 
page of this booklet.
